The Light Scepter/Sabre, Water Orb and Stone Esoteric Expose will focus on the 
Spiritual Ritual at the Lake with the intent of providing an authenticating ‘Ancient Back to 
the Future’ with Keenan’s extraordinary metaphysical manifestations.

What does the Queens orb stand for? 


The globus cruciger (Latin for 'cross-bearing orb’), also known as "the orb and cross’, is 
an orb surmounted by a cross. It has been a Christian symbol of authority since the 
Middle Ages, used on coins, in iconography, and with a scepter as royal regalia. 


The Orb is a representation of the sovereign's power. It symbolizes the Christian world 
with its cross mounted on a globe, and the bands of jewels dividing it up into three 
sections represent the three continents known in medieval times. The orb is also a 
significant part of the traditional coronation regalia. The golden jeweled ball, surmounted 
by a gem-encrusted cross is designed as a symbol that the monarch's power is derived 
from God. Like the scepter, it was created in 1661. 


Neil Keenan’s Light Scepter (Kingdom of Tara Sabre) and U.K. Royal Scepter 


The Royal scepter is meant to represent the crown’s power and governance, and has 
been used in every coronation since 1661, when it was created for the coronation of 
King Charles Il. 


It's not quite in its original condition, though—in 1910, when King George V, Queen 
Elizabeth's grandfather, had the scepter altered to include the massive, 530.2 carat 
Cullinan | diamond. The largest cut white diamond in the world, it's part of a set of gems 
fashioned from the original 3,106 carat Cullinan diamond unearthed in South Africa in 
1905 (the second largest of the stones, the Cullinan Il, is set into the Imperial State 
Crown.) 


The Sceptre and Orb From the British Crown Jewels Have an Ancient History 


Part of the Crown Jewels—a collection of more than 100 objects that are "of 
incalculable cultural, historical, and symbolic value," according to Historic Royal 
Palaces, a charity that manages historic sites like the Tower of London, where the 
Crown Jewels are held—the scepter and orb are two of the most storied and iconic 
objects associated with the royal family. Both pieces date back to the seventeenth 
century, and are a major part of the coronation ceremony when a new monarch officially 
takes the throne, because each has a special meaning connected to the monarch's 
reign.

DESPITE its dull appearance, the Stone of Destiny has a fascinating history behind it - 
including its status as the centrepiece of a daring heist in 1950.

Used for centuries in the coronation of 
monarchs in Scotland, the artefact was historically kept at the now-ruined Scone Abbey 
in Scone, near Perth. 


Though no-one knows exactly where the stone originated from, many experts believe it 
arrived from the Middle East around 850 AD. 
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Biblical Legends and Myths 

Legend has it that the Stone of Destiny was used by Abraham’s grandson Jacob as a 
pillow in biblical times. According to others, it was used as a coronation stone by early 
Gaels in Ireland, and as a travelling altar by St Columba. 


The stone’s Celtic name is Lia Fail, meaning ‘The Speaking Stone’, as it is said that the 
King of Dalraida, Kenneth I, was named by the stone itself. 


Macbeth was the first Scottish monarch to be crowned atop the stone in the 11th 
century, with John Balliol the last King to use the stone on Scottish soil in 1292. 


Mixing Myth and Fact: The Old ‘Elvish’ Masters of Ireland 


The Four Treasures of Eirean 


The Danann brought special equipment with them, four magical talismans of great 
power. These were: 


The Sabre (Sword) of Light - also known in Irish as Claiomh Solais (pronounced Clee- 
uv Shull-ish). It was said to have been made by Uiscias in the northern city of Findias, 
and brought to Ireland by Nuada, and that no-one ever escaped from it once it was 
drawn against them. 


It is also described as a ‘glowing white torch.’ The similarities to the imaginary light 
sabre are quite striking; could this sword have been some kind of futuristic Jedi laser 
weaponry? 
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Lugh’s Spear and Soekarno’s Transfer of Power Scepter- Magic Power Stick 


Lugh’s Spear — also known as ‘the finest/famous yew of the wood,’ said to have been 
made by Esras in the northern city of Gorias. Lugh used it to kill his Formorian 
grandfather, the giant-king Balor at the Second Battle of Moytura (although some 
versions of the story claim he used a sling). It has been suggested that Lugh’s spear, 
the spear Crimall which blinded Cormac mac Airt rendering him unfit (not ‘whole’) for 
rule, and the Luin Celtchair are one and the same weapon, although there is no 
concrete evidence to back this up. 


The Luin Celtchair is a fascinating legend. It was a long, fiery lance from which ‘sparks 
as big as eggs flew’ when ‘the spear-heat takes hold of it’. In order to prevent the flames 
of the tip from consuming the shaft and the warrior holding it, the spear head was 
dipped into a cauldron of mysterious sorcerous liquid. In “The Destruction of Da Derga’s 
Hostel’, a saga of the Ulster cycle of mythology, the Luin Celtchair is claimed to have 
been discovered at the Battle of Moytura, the same battle where Lugh killed Balor. This 
spear, then, could well be Lugh’s, and seems to possess many of the qualities of the 
Sabre (Sword) of Light. 
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The Dagda’s Cauldron - Also known as the ‘Cauldron of 
Plenty’ (Coire Ansic in Irish, pronounced Kwee-ra On-sik). It 
was made by Semias of the northern city of Murias. Not much 
is known about this vessel, although it was thought to have 
¥- had the power to bring the dead back to life, and that “none 

\ would go from it unsatisfied.” 


Dr. Ulf Erlingsson has suggested that the giant stone basin 
found in the eastern passage of the central mound at Knowth, 
part of the Newgrange complex, could be the Dagda’s 
Cauldron, and that the concentric circular design depicted on 
' it could be a map of Atlantis, as described by Plato. How 

__ could the Danann have come by this knowledge? 


The Stone of Destiny-Coronation and Neil Keenan Sitting on the Remote Lake Stone 


The Lia Fail - Also known as the Stone of Destiny, and the Coronation Stone. It was 
made by Morfessa of Falias, and brought into Ireland by the Danann, where they duly 
placed it at the Hill of Tara, in Co. Meath. Legend has it that its cry confirmed the 
coronation of the rightful High King of Ireland, and that its roar could be heard 
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throughout the land. It was broken in half sometime later by Cuchullain when it failed to 
proclaim him or his protégé. One half was carried away to Scotland, where it eventually 
ended up in the throne of the British monarchy, although there is a whisper that the true 
stone was hidden, possibly beneath the river Tay, and remains there to this day. A 
stone with a voice sounds too fanciful to be true, but perhaps it was misunderstood; 
perhaps the stone was no more than a stage upon which the new king stood, his voice 
amplified by some sort of early mechanism. 


According to legend, there were six waves of ‘masters of Ireland’ and each has some 
connection to the Biblical story of Noah and the Flood (today, it is unclear how much of 
this is fact and how much fabricated by Medieval Irish monks in order to make the Irish 
history equally as important as Israel’s). In each of the waves, women play a prominent 
role, reflecting the unique equality present on the island before its incorporation with the 
rest of Europe. 


Scholars today know the most about the final wave of 
conquerors, the Milesians (sons of Mil, a descendant of 
Noah), who reached Ireland from Spain in the 4th century 
BC. These were the Celts. They displaced inhabitants 
known as the Tuatha Dé Dannan, the progenitors of the 
Irish fairies.

Celtic “fairy” people) were overthrown by the invading 
Milesians. 


Originally, the fifth wave of conquerors were known 
simply as Tuatha Dé (‘People of God’) but this posed a 
problem for the Irish monks recounting their history 
because the Israelites were the People of God. So, the 
early inhabitants of Ireland became the Tuatha Dé Dannan (‘People of the goddess 
Danu’) after their primary deity. 


Another group of settlers was the Fomorians , who will feature in the legends of the 
Tuatha Dé Dannan and in Celtic myths as giants and sea raiders. Some believe that 
they were the remnants of a forgotten trading outpost of the African empire of Carthage. 


The survivors of each successive wave of settlers were enslaved by the Fomorians. 
This solidified the characterization that the Fomorians were representatives of all that is 
evil in the world — the bad elves. In recounting the struggles between the Tuatha Dé 
Dannan (thus, the good elves) and the Fomorians, the former takes on an aspect of 
semi-divine and the latter an aspect of semi-demonic. 
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Tuatha De Dannan, the Enchanting Predecessors of Irish Fairies and 
Elves 


To this day, one can see in Ireland the great barrows 
and intricately carved tumuli left behind by the pre- 
Celtic “fairy” people. In addition to their wisdom, the 
Tuatha Dé Dannan’s divine status was reinforced by 
their incredible beauty. 


Tall and slight, the pre-Celtic men and women had 
“very light skin, delicate features, blue, gray or green 
eyes and long golden hair which the faultless beauty 
could make mortal people crazy” (Koltypin, 2013). 
This is similar to some depictions of elves today.

The story goes that when the Milesians arrived, there was a horrific war. 


“When the Danann were 
overthrown by the invading 
Milesians (known to modern 
historians as the Gaels), it’s said 
that a bargain was struck in good 
faith once the warring stopped. 
But the Gaels were cunning, and 
offered to split the lands of 
Ireland if they were allowed to 
stake their claim first. When the 
Danann agreed, the conquerors 
chose the land above ground, 
which then left the gods of old to 
preside over the lands below. 
They were forced to depart beyond the mortal world through the Sidhe [the earthworks 
and barrows scattered throughout Ireland]” (Jillian, 2015).

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Forced to live out of sight, the mythical Tuatha Dé Dannan, in the form of fairies, 
continue to pop up in Irish folklore, sometimes to help, sometimes to hinder. In addition 
to the Tuatha Dé Dannan, they are referred to as the People of the Sidhe and the Little 
People . 


In his book, ‘How the Irish Saved Civilization’ Thomas Cahill argues “The ‘little people’ is 
a euphemism...meant to disguise the speaker’s fear of something unfamiliar and much 
larger than himself. It is possible that the flickering phenomenon of the little people 
represents the afterglow of Irish guilt over their exploitation of more artful aborigines” 
(Cahill, 1995, 80). 


By the time the Christian monks recorded the legends of the Tuatha Dé Dannan, they 
seemed like divine creatures; however, there could be no god other than the Christian 
God in the eyes of the monks. So, the pre-Celtic inhabitants became fairies and later 
on, elves. In reality, the pre-Celtic peoples that survived the Celtic conquest probably 
intermingled and intermarried with the Celts, creating the Irish people we know today.

When the northern European Nemedians returned to 

Ireland, they became known as the Tuatha Dé Dannan. 

According to legend, they excelled in science, magic, and 

civilization. However, the Tuatha Dé Dannan were not 

| gods or goddesses (or fairy people) themselves, but a 
druidic race with rare insight into the workings of nature. 
They were: 


“a scientific people who comprehended laws of nature 
and were able it to operate. Tuatha Dé Dannan had all around knowledge of curative 
and power properties of plants and used them for treatment of the various diseases, 
mortal wounds and at commission of spells. They also were very skillful handicraftsmen 
and musicians, soldiers and poets, and their weapon was considered as the best and 
modern. Women had almost the same civil rights, as men, and actively participated in 
all man's affairs, even in war. 


Quite often they spoke as envoys at negotiations between the conflicting parties, and 
also sat at councils at conclusion of peace.” (Koltypin, 2013). 
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Wonders of Lia Fail Stone 


The third of Tara's wonders was the Lia Fail or Coronation Stone, on which the ancient 
kings were crowned; and the wonder of this was that it uttered a shout whenever a king 
of the true Scotic or Irish race stood or sat on it. And it was from this stone that Ireland 
received the old poetical name of Inisfail, that is, the Island of the (Lia) Fail. ... The story 
of the removal of the Lia Fail to Scotland rests entirely on the authority of the Scottish 
historians. 


The oldest Scottish document to which it can be traced is the Rhythmical Chronicle, 
written it is believed at the close of the thirteenth century, from which it was borrowed 
later on by the two Scottish writers, John of Fordun and Hector Boece, and incorporated 
by both in their chronicles—those chronicles which are now universally rejected as 
fable. 


Our own countryman Geoffrey Keating, writing his history of Ireland in the seventeenth 
century, adopted the story after Boece (whom he gives as his authority for the 
prophecy); and it has been repeated by most other writers of Irish history since his time. 
But in no Irish authority before the time of Keating is there any mention either of the 
removal of the stone, or of the prophecy concerning it. 


The Dindsenchas, recording a tradition from early lrish literature and echoing ancient 
legends, reports that Lia Fail would roar in the presence of a false king pretending to 
hold dominion in Ireland.!! 


According to one version of Gaelic Myth surrounding the Lia Fail stone, a myth more 
associated with the Stone of Scone, the sacred stone arrived by ship belonging to the 
Iberian Danaan into the ancient port of Carrickfergus about 580 BC. 


On board was Eochaidh, son of a High King and a descendant of Erimon, Princess Tea 
Tephi and the scribe Simon Brauch. Princess Tea also had in her possession an 
ancient harp, whose origins some believe lie in the House of David. The stone was 
delivered to the Hill of Tara by the three. 


Scota later married High King Eochaidh, both had previously met each other in 
Jerusalem. Eochaidh recovered the ancient stone in Jerusalem before the invasion of 
the Babylonians. It is said all future Irish High Kings/British Monarchs inaugurated by 
the stone have tried to prove lineage back to the Royal Sage and his wife, Tea Tephi, 
the original bearers of the stone. Eochaidh's resting place is said to be in the Neolithic 
passage tomb, Cairn T at Loughcrew. 
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This standing stone is called the Stone of Destiny and sits atop the Hill of Tara where 
the High Kings of Ireland were crowned. Legend has it that the stone roared three times 
for authentic candidates for coronation. In May 2014 the stone was vandalized and 
covered with a dark, think-glossed paint. This photo was taken in August 2005. 


Mythical powers 


The Lia Fail was thought to be magical: when the rightful High King of lreland put his 
feet on it, the stone was said to roar in joy.“ The stone is also credited with the power 
to rejuvenate the king and also to endow him with a long reign. According to Lebor 
Gabala Erenn, Cuchulainn split it with his sword when it failed to cry out under his 
protégé, Lugaid Riab nDerg — from then on it never cried out again, except under Conn 
of the Hundred Battles! and according to legend, at the coronation of Brian Boru in 
1002. 
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King Nuada and his Famous Sword of Light 


Dating back to the 12 " century, the “Lebor Gabala” or “The Book of Invasions” talks 
about how Ireland came to be populated. After the great flood, only the Fomorians, a 
supernatural race in Irish mythology, were left alive on the Green Isle. These were giant 
monstrous beings, part human and part beast. When the Tuatha de Danann (“the 
people of the goddess Danu”) arrived in Ireland, they liked the place so much that they 
wanted to settle there for good. So that they would not be tempted to leave, they even 
set their ships on fire. However, on the Green Isle, they were confronted with the 
Fomorians. 


Still, the isle was also inhabited by the Fir Bolg, the fourth group of people to settle in 
Ireland. So that they would not have to fight, the Tuatha de Danann proposed peace 
and for the two peoples to divide the land equally between them. Unfortunately, the Fir 
Bolg refused and war became unavoidable. King Nuada of the Tuatha de Danann and 
King Eochai of the Fir Bolg had their armies battle for days, but with no decisive victory 
on either side. Because of this, Nuada proposed that ten of the best warriors on either 
side have a face-to-face confrontation which would decide the outcome of the war. 
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Legendary Lia Fail: A Roaring Rock for the Coronation of Ancient 
lrish High Kings 


Legendary Origins of the Lia Fail 


According to a collection of writings and poems known as the Lebor Gabala Erenn, the 
semi-divine race of the Tuatha Dé Danann were responsible for bringing the Lia Fail to 
Ireland. They traveled to the Northern Isles to learn many skills and magic in the cities 
of Falias, Gorias, Murias and Findias. Then they traveled from the Northern Isles to 
Ireland, bringing a treasure from each of the cities, including the Lia Fail, the Claiomh 
Solais or Sword of Victory, the Slea Bua or Spear of Lugh, and the Coire Dagdae or 
The Dagda's Cauldron. The Lia Fail is said to have come from the city of Falias. Many 
believe that this legend explains how the stone arrived in Ireland.

“Roaring With Joy” for the New King 


One traditional tale about the Lia Fail is that long ago the stone would utter a shout, or 
would “roar with joy” whenever a king of the true Scottish or Irish race stood or sat on 
the stone, or placed his feet upon it. Stones that make sounds or speak are a common 
component in old Irish folk tales . Through the stone’s power the king would be 
rejuvenated and would enjoy a long reign. Receiving the Lia Fail’s approval was one of 
several trials would-be High Kings had to pass. Another trial involved driving 
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his chariot between two more standing stones that were located nearby. Stories say 
the stones would jump out of his way if the man was meant to be king. 


The Lia Fail’s Strong Symbolic Link 


The Lia Fail remains erect on the Hill of Tara to this day, a site which has been in use 
by people since Neolithic era. It is a menhir, or upright standing stone, and many such 


prehistoric stones were thought to be magical by later cultures. The ancient history of 
the stone provides a strong symbolic link between the Celtic people of Scotland and 
Ireland. 


The Hill of Tara is an archaeological complex featuring many ancient monuments, such 
as the ‘Mound of Hostages’, seen above. In tradition Hill of Tara is known as the seat of 
the High Kings of Ireland. (Poleary91/ CC BY SA 4.0 ) 


The Irish legends surrounding the stone have been retold and reimagined over time, but 


the stone remains a symbol of the kings who were crowned upon it, and represents the 
mythical powers which caused the stone to roar with joy when a king stood upon it. 
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The Tuatha De Danann: Were they Irish gods or aliens? 


Tuatha de Danann (pronounced Thoo-a day Du-non) is translated as ‘tribe of Danu.’ 
Scholars are agreed that Danu was the name of their goddess, most probably 
Anu/Anann. However, that is unproven, and | believe could equally have referred to 
their leader or king, or even the place from which they originated. 


They were a race of God-like people gifted with supernatural powers, who invaded and 
ruled Ireland over four thousand years ago. According to an ancient document known 
as the Annals of the Four Masters (Annala na gCeithre Maistri compiled by Franciscan 
monks between 1632-1636 from earlier texts), the Danann ruled from 1897 BC until 
1700 BC, a short period indeed in which to have accumulated such fame. They were 
said to have originated from four mythical Northern cities Murias, Gorias, Falias and 
Finias, possibly located in Lochlann (Norway). 


The Book of Invasions (Lebor Gebala Erénn compiled c.1150) claims in a poem that 
they came to Ireland riding in “flying ships” surrounded by “dark clouds.” They landed on 
Sliabh an larainn (the Iron Mountain) in Co. Leitrim, where they “brought a darkness 
over the sun lasting three days.” There is a lovely line which illustrates perfectly the 
bewilderment felt towards these conquerors; 


“The truth is not known, beneath the sky of stars,

Whether they were of heaven or earth.” 


A later version of the story relegates the flying ships to mere sailing ships. The dark 
clouds became towering columns of smoke as the ships were set alight, a warning to 
observers that the Danann were here to stay. Clearly, the monks recording this story 
were trying to make sense of something which was well out of their comfort zone. 


And so, we have our first dilemma; which story to believe. Did they arrive from the skies, 
or from across the sea?

In order to win supremacy over Ireland, the Danann fought against the existing ruling 
tribe, the Fir Bolg, in the First Battle of Moytura. During this encounter, the Danann High 
King Nuada Argetlam (pronounced Noo-tha Or-geth-lam) lost his arm. He survived, but 
lost his position, as a king could not be seen as anything less than ‘whole’ if he was to 
bring his people continued success. 


In an intriguing turn of events, the physician Dian-Cecht replaced the lost limb with a 
fully functional ‘arm of silver’. Later, Dian-Cecht’s son, Miach, also a physician, caused 
skin and flesh to grow over the metal arm. Thus ‘whole’ again, the kingship was 
restored to Nuada following the ousting of his replacement, the tyrant Bres. 


So here we have another case of strange, advanced (dare we say ‘alien’?) technology. 
Could this be the first-ever prosthesis, a robotic arm built over four thousand years ago? 
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Immortality and the Other-world 


More famously known as Tir na Nog, or The Land of the Ever Young, this was thought 
of as the original home of the Danann. It could be reached through water, by traveling 
west over the sea, or passing through the gateways of the Sidhe mounds. In these 
places, the veil between the worlds was considered very thin, and therefore more easily 
traversable. 


Perhaps the most interesting aspect of the magical realm is not the eternal youth, 
beauty, joy and plenty it represents, but the passage of time attributed to it. In Tir na 
Nog, time seems to stands still, while in the mortal world it passes in the blink of an eye. 


The story of Oisin, Fionn mac Cumhall’s son, and his other-world lover, Niamh, 
illustrates this perfectly. After only three blissful years in the magical realm, Oisin returns 
home to find three hundred years have passed. When he falls from his horse and his 
feet touch Ireland’s soil, age catches up with him, and he dies an old man. 


This idea of infinite paradise where no one grows old and time has no meaning has 
parallels with space travel, alternate dimensions, and even the mundane, such as 
advancements in health care and medicine. 


Were the Danann immortal? Not in the absolute sense of living forever; they could be 
killed in battle, or by sickness, although compared with the natives at that time, they 
were Clearly long-lived. Even modern man would seem ageless and long-lived in 
comparison with our early ancestors. 


The Danann and the Sidhe 


The Danann were defeated in two battles by the Milesians, whom historians and 
scholars alike agree were probably the first Gaels in Ireland. Not only were the Danann 
defeated by military might, but by cunning too. 


It was agreed that the new invaders and the Danann would each rule half of Ireland, 
and so it was that Amergin of the Milesians chose that half of Ireland which lay above 
ground, leaving the Danann to retreat below. 


They were led away to their new domain via the Sidhe mounds by Manannan, God of 
the sea, who then shielded them from mortal eyes by raising an enchanted mist known 
as the Faeth Fiadha (pronounced Feh Fee-oh-a), or ‘Cloak of Concealment’. As time 
passed, they became known as the Sidhe (Shee), Ireland’s fairy-folk.

Xinjiang, the largest region of China, is bordered by eight countries including the 
former Soviet Central Asian republics, Mongolia, Afghanistan, Pakistan and India. 


Xinjiang historically consisted of two main geographically, historically, and ethnically 
distinct regions with different historical names: Dzungaria north of the Tianshan 
Mountains; and the Tarim Basin south of the Tianshan Mountains, currently mainly 
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inhabited by the Uyghurs. They were renamed Xinjiang (#132) in 1884, meaning "new 
frontier," when both regions were conquered by the Manchu Qing dynasty after 
the Dungan revolt (1862-1877). 


The first inhabitants of Xinjiang, specifically from southern and western Xinjiang formed 
from admixture between locals of Ancient North Eurasian and Northeast 

Asians descent.“ The oldest Tarim mummies, found in the Tarim Basin, are dated to 
the 2nd millennium BCE. In the first millennium BCE Indo-European- 

speaking Yuezhi nomads migrated into parts of Xinjiang. In the second century BCE the 
region became part of the Xiongnu empire, a confederation of nomads centered on 
present-day Mongolia, which forced the Yuezhi out of Xinjiang. 


Eastern Central Asia was referred to as "Xiyu" (Chinese: 744%) under the control of 

the Han dynasty, from which the Xiongnu surrendered to in 60 BCE (Han—Xiongnu 
War),4! maintaining a variable military presence until the early 3rd century CE. From the 
2nd to the 5th century local rulers controlled the region. In the 6th century, the First 
Turkic Khaganate was established. In the 7th-8th century Tang, Turks and Tibetans 
warred for control, and the Tang dynasty established the Anxi Protectorate of Xinjiang 
and Central Asia. 


This was followed by the Uyghur Khaganate in the 8th-9th century. Uyghur power 
declined, and three main regional kingdoms vied for power around Xinjiang, namely the 
Buddhist Uyghur Kara-Khoja, the Turkic Muslim Kara-Khanid, and the Iranian Buddhist 
Khotan. Eventually, the Turkic Muslim Kara-Khanids prevailed and Islamized the region. 
In the 13th century it was part of the Mongol Empire. After that, the Turkic people 
prevailed again. 


Xinjiang consists of two main geographically, historically, and ethnically distinct regions 
with different historical names: Dzungaria north of the Tianshan Mountains; and 
the Tarim Basin south of the Tianshan Mountains. 


In ancient China, the Tarim Basin was known as "Xiyu" or "Western Regions", aname 
that became prevalent in Chinese records after the Han Dynasty took control of the 
region in the 2st century BCE. It soon was traversed by the Northern Silk Road.

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Genetic studies 


The earliest Tarim Basin people of southern and western Xinjiang appear to have arisen 
from a mixture between locals of Ancient North Eurasian and Northeast Asians descent.

The mummies, particularly the early ones, are frequently associated with the presence 
of the Indo-European Tocharian languages in the Tarim Basin, although the evidence is 
not totally conclusive and many centuries separate these mummies from the first 
attestation of the Tocharian languages in writing. Victor H. Mair's team concluded that 
the mummies are Caucasoid, likely speakers of Indo-European languages such as 

the Tocharians. 


A study published in 2021 suggests that the earliest Tarim Basin cultures appear to 
have high levels of Ancient North Eurasian ancestry, with smaller admixture 
from Northeast Asians.

At the beginning of the 20th century, European explorers such as Sven Hedin, Albert 
von Le Coq and Sir Aurel Stein all recounted their discoveries of desiccated bodies in 
their search for antiquities in Central Asia.!*! Since then, numerous other mummies have 
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been found and analyzed, many of them now displayed in the museums of Xinjiang. 
Most of these mummies were found on the eastern end of the Tarim Basin (around the 
area of Lopnur, Subeshi near Turpan, Loulan, Kumul), or along the southern edge of the 
Tarim Basin (Khotan, Niya, and Cherchen or Qiemo). 


The earliest Tarim mummies, found at Qawrighul and dated to 1800 BCE, are of a 
Caucasian physical type whose closest affiliation is to the Bronze Age populations of 
southern Siberia, Kazakhstan, Central Asia, and the Lower Volga.?! 


The cemetery at Yanbulag [de] contained 29 mummies which dated from 1100 to 500 
BCE, 21 of which are Mongoloid—the earliest Mongoloid mummies found in the Tarim 
Basin—and eight of which are of the same Caucasian physical type as found at 
Qawrighul.!2! 


Notable mummies are the tall, red-haired "Charchan man" or the "Ur-David" (1000 
BCE); his son (1000 BCE), a small 1-year-old baby with brown hair protruding from 
under a red and blue felt cap, with two stones positioned over its eyes; the "Hami 
Mummy" (c. 1400-800 BCE), a "red-headed beauty" found in Qizilchoga; and the 
"Witches of Subeshi" (4th or 3rd century BCE), who wore 2-foot-long (0.61 m) black felt 
conical hats with a flat brim.!"°! Also found at Subeshi was a man with traces of a 
surgical operation on his abdomen; the incision is sewn up with sutures made of 
horsehair.!"1]

Genetic studies 
In 1995, Mair claimed that "the earliest mummies in the Tarim Basin were exclusively 
Caucasoid, or Europoid" with east Asian migrants arriving in the eastern portions of the 


Tarim Basin around 3,000 years ago while the Uyghur peoples arrived around the year 
842. In trying to trace the origins of these populations, Victor Mair's team suggested that 
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they may have arrived in the region by way of the Pamir Mountains about 5,000 years 
ago. 


Mair has claimed that: 


The new finds are also forcing a reexamination of old Chinese books that describe 
historical or legendary figures of great height, with deep-set blue or green eyes, long 
noses, full beards, and red or blond hair. Scholars have traditionally scoffed at these 
accounts, but it now seems that they may be accurate.!"41 


In 2007 the Chinese government allowed a National Geographic Society team headed 
by Spencer Wells to examine the mummies' DNA. Wells was able to extract 
undegraded DNA from the internal tissues. The scientists extracted enough material to 
suggest the Tarim Basin was continually inhabited from 2000 BCE to 300 BCE and 
preliminary results indicate the people, rather than having a single origin, originated 
from Europe, Mesopotamia, Indus Valley and other regions yet to be determined."5 


A 2008 study by Jilin University showed that the Yuansha population has relatively 
close relationships with the modern populations of South Central Asia and Indus Valley, 
as well as with the ancient population of Chawuhu. 


Between 2009 and 2015, the remains of 92 individuals found at the Xiaohe Tomb 
complex were analyzed for Y-DNA and mtDNA markers. Genetic analyses of the 
mummies showed that the maternal lineages of the Xiaohe people originated from both 
East Asia and West Eurasia, whereas the paternal lineages all originated from West 
Eurasia.“ 


The Taklamakan Desert is very dry, which helped considerably in the preservation of 
the mummies. 


Many of the mummies have been found in very good condition, owing to the dryness of 
the desert and the desiccation it produced in the corpses. The mummies share many 
typical Caucasian body features (tall stature, high cheekbones, deep-set eyes), and 
many of them have their hair physically intact, ranging in color from blond to red to deep 
brown, and generally long, curly and braided. Their costumes, and especially textiles, 
may indicate a common origin with Indo-European neolithic clothing techniques or a 
common low-level textile technology. Charchan man wore a red twill tunic 

and tartan leggings. 
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he Chinese official Zhang Qian, who visited Bactria and Sogdiana in 126 BCE, made 
the first known Chinese report on many regions west of China. He believed to have 
discerned Greek influences in some of the kingdoms. He named Parthia "Anxi" 
(Chinese: #4), a transcription of "Arshak" (Arsaces), the name of the founder 

of Parthian dynasty.42! Zhang Qian clearly identified Parthia as an advanced urban 
civilization that farmed grain and grapes and manufactured silver coins and leather 
goods.43! Zhang Qian equated Parthia's level of advancement to the cultures 

of Dayuan in Ferghana and Daxia in Bactria. 


The supplying of Tarim Basin jade to China from ancient times is well established, 
according to Liu (2001): "It is well known that ancient Chinese rulers had a strong 
attachment to jade. All of the jade items excavated from the tomb of Fuhao of the Shang 
dynasty by Zheng Zhenxiang, more than 750 pieces, were from Khotan in 

modern Xinjiang. As early as the mid-first millennium BCE the Yuezhi engaged in the 
jade trade, of which the major consumers were the rulers of agricultural China." 


The Princess of Xiaohe[edit] 


The Princess of Xiaohe (Chinese: /]\i8]2s) was unearthed and also named by the 
archaeologists of Xinjiang Institute of Archaeology at Xiaohe Cemetery Tomb M11, 102 
km west of Loulan, Nop Nur, Xinjiang in 2003.'4! She has flaxen hair and long 
eyelashes and was wrapped in a white wool cloak with tassels and wore a felt hat, 
string skirt, and fur-lined leather boots. She was buried with wooden pins and three 
small pouches of ephedra and twigs and branches of ephedra were placed beside the 
body.!*5! She is not permanently exhibited in any museum. 


The Beauty of Loulan

The Beauty of Loulan (also referred to as the Loulan Beauty) is the most famous of the 
Tarim mummies, along with the Cherchen Man.!**! She was discovered in 1980 
by Chinese archaeologists working on a film about the Silk Road. The mummy was 
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discovered near Lop Nur. She was buried 3 feet beneath the ground. The mummy was 
extremely well preserved because of the dry climate and the preservative properties of 
salt. She was wrapped in a woolen cloth; the cloth was made of two separate pieces 
and was not large enough to cover her entire body, thereby leaving her ankles exposed. 
The Beauty of Loulan was surrounded by funerary gifts. The Beauty of Loulan has been 
dated back to approximately 1800 BCE. 


Life and death 


The Beauty of Loulan lived around 1800 BCE, until about the age of 45, when she died. 
Her cause of death is likely due to lung failure from ingesting a large amount of 

sand, charcoal, and dust.'*”1 According to Elizabeth Barber, she probably died in the 
winter because of her provisions against the cold. The rough shape of her clothes and 
the lice in her hair suggest she lived a difficult life.

HOLY ROMAN EMPIRE CROWN JEWELS 


The Imperial Crown of the Holy Roman Empire (German: Reichskrone), a hoop 
crown (German: Bugelkrone) with a characteristic octagonal shape, was the coronation 
crown of the Holy Roman Emperor, probably from the late 10th century until the 
dissolution of the Holy Roman Empire in 1806. The crown was used in the coronation of 
the King of the Romans, the title assumed by the Emperor-elect immediately after his 
election. It is now kept in the Imperial Treasury (Kaiserliche Schatzkammer) at 

the Hofburg in Vienna, Austria. 


Imperial Crown of the Holy Roman Empire 
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The crown does not have a round shape but an octagonal one, a possible reference to 
the shape of crowns of Byzantine emperors and/or of Charlemagne's Palatine 

Chapel in Aachen. Its eight hinged plates are arched at the top. Two strips of iron of 
unidentified date, riveted with golden rivets to the plates, hold the crown together. 
Before the addition of the rings the plates were held together by long golden pins, which 
made it possible to separate the plates and the arch for easier transport. 


Each plate of the crown is made out of a high carat gold, around 22 carats, which gives 
the crown a "buttery" colour, and is studded with pearls and precious stones. The 
stones are not cut into facets (a technique still unknown when the crown was made), but 
polished into rounded shapes and fixed en cabochon, i.e. put into openings that were 
cut into the metal, and fastened with thin wires. The effect is that when light shines in, 
the stones look as if they would shine from within. 


The crown is decorated with 144 precious stones 

including sapphires, emeralds and amethysts (blue, green and purple precious stones 
being proper to emperors in Byzantine imperial protocol), and about the same number 
of pearls. Similar gem-studded decoration was used for other precious objects of the 
early and high Middle Ages, e.g. reliquaries, processional or altar crosses (crux 
gemmata), or precious book covers such as those of the Codex Aureus of St. 
Emmeram and Codex Aureus of Echternach. 


The smaller four plaques, or 'picture-plates' (Bildplatten), bear pictorial representations 
of figures and scenes from the Bible and inscriptions 

in cloisonné enamel in Byzantine "sunk" (Senkschmeliz) style. Each of these enamelled 
plates is surrounded by blue sapphires and pearls in raised filigree settings. 
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e The Front Right Plate shows Christ in Majesty between 
two cherubim beneath the inscription in red enamel "By me kings reign" (P/er] 
ME REGES REGNANT; Proverbs 8:15).§! 

e The Back Right Plate shows the Prophet Isaiah standing and speaking to 
King Hezekiah, who is shown sitting on his bed. Isaiah holds a scroll with the 
words, "Behold, | will add fifteen years to your life" (II Kings 20:6). Above both 
Isaiah and Hezekiah are their names in red enamel (/SAIAS P[roJPHETA - 
EZECHIAS REX). 

e The Front Left Plate shows King Solomon holding a scroll with the words, 
"Fear the Lord and flee from evil" (Proverbs 3:7), with his name above in red 
enamel "King Solomon" (REX SALOMON). 

e The Back Left Plate shows King David holding a scroll with the words, "The 
renowned king delights in doing justice" (Psalm 99:4), beneath the inscription 
naming him in red enamel (REX DAVID). 


The other four plates, or 'stone-plates' (Steinplatten), are of various sizes and decorated 
solely with precious stone and pearls in raised filigree settings. The twelve stones on 
the front and back plates are probably a direct reference to the twelve stones of the 
Jewish high priest's breastplate or hoshen (Exodus 39:9-14) and to the twelve 
foundation stones of the New Jerusalem in the Revelation to John (Revelation 21: 19- 
21). 


The top central stone of the front plate is a triangular sapphire which replaces a famous 
stone, now lost, which was known as the Waise (i.e., the ‘Orphan’, because of its 
uniqueness), probably a large white opal with a wine-red fire or possibly a singularly 
brilliant garnet or red zircon and the subject of medieval lore. The medieval theologian 
and philosopher Albert the Great wrote about it in 1250: 


The Orphan is a jewel in the crown of the Roman emperor. Because the like of it has 
never been seen elsewhere, it is called the "Orphan". It has the color of wine, of delicate 
red wine and it is as if the dazzling, white of snow penetrates the bright wine red and yet 
it remains dormant in this redness. The gem shines powerfully and it is said that it once 
even shone at night, but not in our time, but it is said to preserve the honour of the 
empire. 


When and why, it was removed from the Imperial Crown is not known. The last mention 
of it is in an inventory ordered by Charles IV in 1350. 


The crown has a single arch (or hoop) from the front to the back plate with the name 
and imperial style of Conrad II (1024-1039) in seed pearls!® On the left side of this arch 
these seed pearls spell out the words "Conrad, by the Grace of God" (CHUONRADUS 
DEI GRATIA), while on the right side they read "Emperor of the Romans, Augustus" 
(ROMANORU[M] IMPERATOR AUG[USTUS)). Above the front plate and in front of the 
arch is a jeweled cross with an engraving of the crucified Christ on its reverse side, 
originally a pectoral cross said to have belonged to Henry II and only later attached to 
the Imperial Crown."! It is probable that both the arch and cross were added during 
Conrad Il's reign. 


There are three small holes on each of the two-side stone-plates from which probably 
hung chains with pendant jewels, known as pendilia. These were a feature of the now- 
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lost crown of Byzantine emperors, as in the mosaic portrait of Justinian | in the Basilica 


of San Vitale in Ravenna. Pendilia are still extant on the Holy Crown of Hungary, or 
the Crown of Constance of Aragon held in Palermo Cathedral. 


The present red velvet cap on the inside of the crown dates from the 17th century. |=#atien 


needed| Before this the imperial crown was worn over a mitre; assuming this had the form 
of the Byzantine camelaucum, the arch would have caused it to bulge up on both sides, 
much as the embroidered ribbon from front to back on the eleventh century bishops' 
mitres caused their linen fabric to bulge up. Thus the Imperial Crown appears to be the 
earliest form of mitre crowns worn by the Holy Roman Emperors as a sign of their 
imperial office, the form of which was perpetuated in the crown created for Rudolf Il and 
now known as the Imperial Crown of Austria. 
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The Chair of Saint Peter (Latin: Cathedra Petri), also known as the Throne of Saint 
Peter, is a relic conserved in St. Peter's Basilica in Vatican City, the sovereign enclave 
of the Pope inside Rome, Italy. The relic is a wooden throne that tradition claims 
belonged to the Apostle Saint Peter, the leader of the Early Christians in Rome and 
first Pope, and which he used as Bishop of Rome.)

In February 1925, the Cardinal Secretary of State Pietro Gasparri summoned him to the Vatican and 
informed him of Pope Pius XI's decision to appoint him the Apostolic Visitor to Bulgaria (1925-1935). 
On 3 March, Pius XI also appointed him titular archbishop of Areopolis, Jordan. Roncalli was initially 
reluctant about a mission to Bulgaria, but he soon relented. His nomination as apostolic visitor was 


made official on 19 March. Roncalli was consecrated a bishop by Giovanni Tacci Porcelli in the 


church of San Carlo al Corso in Rome. 
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On 30 November 1934, he was appointed Apostolic Delegate to Turkey and Greece 
and titular archbishop of Mesembria, Bulgaria.!$"!I$*] He became known in Turkey's 
predominantly Muslim society as "the Turcophile Pope".'°3! Roncalli took up this post in 
1935 and used his office to help the Jewish underground in saving thousands of 
refugees in Europe, leading some to consider him to be a Righteous Gentile (see Pope 
John XXIII and Judaism). In October 1935, he led Bulgarian pilgrims to Rome and 
introduced them to Pope Pius XI on 14 October. 


In February 1939, he received news from his sisters that his mother was dying. On 10 
February 1939, Pope Pius XI died. Roncalli was unable to see his mother for the end as 
the death of a pontiff meant that he would have to stay at his post until the election of a 
new pontiff. Unfortunately, she died on 20 February 1939, during the nine days of 
mourning for the late Pius XI. 


He was sent a letter by Cardinal Eugenio Pacelli, and Roncalli later recalled that it was 
probably the last letter Pacelli sent until his election as Pope Pius XII on 2 March 1939. 
Roncalli expressed happiness that Pacelli was elected, and, on radio, listened to the 
coronation of the new pontiff.!$5! In 1939, Roncalli was made head of the Vatican Jewish 
Agency in Geneva.!°6l 


Roncalli remained in Bulgaria at the time that World War Il commenced, optimistically 
writing in his journal in April 1939, "I don't believe we will have a war". At the time that 
the war did in fact commence, he was in Rome, meeting with Pope Pius Xll on 5 
September 1939. In 1940, Roncalli was asked by the Vatican to devote more of his time 
to Greece; therefore, he made several visits there in January and May of that year. 


The same year, Roncalli departed as head of the Vatican Jewish Agency and migrated 
to Turkey. However, Roncalli still maintained close relations with the Jews and also 
intervened to convince Bulgaria's King Boris III to cancel deportations of Greek Jews 
during the Nazi occupation of Greece.

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DOCUMENTS OF THE SECOND VATICAN COUNCIL 


Second Vatican Council, also called Vatican Il, (1962-65), 21st ecumenical council of 
the Roman Catholic Church, announced by Pope John XXIll on January 25, 1959, as a 
means of spiritual renewal for the church and as an occasion for Christians separated 
from Rome to join in a search for Christian unity. Preparatory commissions appointed by 
the pope prepared an agenda and produced drafts (schemata) of decrees on various 
topics. In opening the council on October 11, 1962, the pope advised the council fathers 
to try to meet the pastoral needs of the church. Those summoned to the council 
included all Catholic bishops and certain other church dignitaries. Invited to the council 
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sessions, but without the right to vote, were a number of observers from the major 
Christian churches and communities separated from Rome and a number of Catholics 
called auditors. 


The work of the preparatory commissions had been done by members of the Curia (the 
papal bureaucracy); once the council had been opened, however, council fathers 

from diverse parts of the world were added to the commissions. The revised decrees 
that grew out of the council discussions and the work of the enlarged commissions 
tended to have a more progressive viewpoint. The work of the council continued under 
Pope John’s successor, Paul VI, and sessions were convened each autumn until the 
work of the council was completed on December 8, 1965. Sixteen documents were 
enacted by the council fathers. 


The “Dogmatic Constitution on the Church” reflects the attempt of the council fathers to 
utilize biblical terms rather than juridical categories to describe the church. The 
treatment of the hierarchical structure of the church counterbalances somewhat the 
monarchical emphasis of the First Vatican Council’s teaching on the papacy by giving 
weight to the role of the bishops. The teaching of the constitution on the nature of the 
laity (those not in holy orders) was intended to provide the basis for the call of lay 
people to holiness and to share in the missionary vocation of the church. By describing 
the church as the people of God, a pilgrim people, the council fathers provided the 
theological justification for changing the defensive and inflexible stance that had 
characterized much of Catholic thought and practice since the Protestant Reformation. 


The “Dogmatic Constitution on Divine Revelation” attempts to relate the role 

of Scripture and tradition (the postbiblical teaching of the church) to their common origin 
in the Word of God that has been committed to the church. The document affirms the 
value of Scripture for salvation while maintaining an open attitude toward the scholarly 
study of the Bible. 


The “Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy” establishes the principle of greater participation 
by the laity in the celebration of mass and authorizes significant changes in the texts, 
forms, and language used in the celebration of mass and the administration of 

the sacraments. 


The “Pastoral Constitution on the Church in the World of Today” acknowledges the 
profound changes humanity is experiencing and attempts to relate the church’s concept 
of itself and of revelation to the needs and values of contemporary culture. 


The council also promulgated decrees (documents on practical questions) on the 
pastoral duties of bishops, ecumenism, the Eastern-rite churches, the ministry and life 
of priests, the education for the priesthood, the religious life, the missionary activity of 
the church, the apostolate of the laity, and the media of social communication. 
Furthermore, declarations (documents on particular issues) on religious freedom, the 
church’s attitude toward non-Christian religions, and on Christian education were 
produced. 
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These documents reflected the renewal in various areas of church life begun decades 
before Pope John—biblical, ecumenical, liturgical, lay apostolate. The impulse of the 
documents and the council deliberations in general had by the early 1970s been felt in 
nearly every area of church life and had set in motion many changes that may not have 
been foreseen by the council fathers. 


Populorum Progressio By Saint Pope Paul VI 


Saint Pope Paul VI wrote the encyclical Populorum Progressio in 1967 to address the 
world economy and its effect on peoples around the world.

At this time many nations 
saw their economic development stall, while others continued to grow at a record pace. 
In the document he talks about the rights of workers to a just wage, job security, 
reasonable working conditions, and to join a worker's association. 


The development of nations and peoples is of great interest to the Church, which is 
especially concerned for those who seek to escape hunger, poverty, disease, and 
ignorance. While many nations have been blessed with abundance, they need to hear 
their brother's cry for help and answer it lovingly. The Church is committed to 
advocating for a secure food supply, cures for diseases, and stable employment. Each 
nation needs the social and economic structure necessary to achieve growth. The 
growing gap between rich and poor nations and increasing signs of social unrest 
demonstrate the severity of the situation. 


The Church has long made efforts to help nations develop, but their great needs must 
be answered by their fellow countries. It has been the duty of humanity to "fill the earth 
and subdue it" (Genesis 1. 28) through physical labor. The earth was created to provide 
each person with the necessities of life. The encyclical continues by discussing the 
value and peril of industrialization and recommends a balanced approach toward 
development. All of humanity is called to lend a hand toward helping those in need. 
Development as a goal must include both social progress as well as economic growth, 
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allowing men and women to further their moral growth and develop their spiritual 
endowments. 


Basic education is necessary for economic development - literacy is "the first and most 
basic tool for personal enrichment and social integration." (Paragraph 35) There are 
three major duties which must be completed for the world to achieve development. The 
wealthiest nations must give aid and promote solidarity with developing nations. Fair 
trading relations between strong and poor nations must be established. The world must 
also focus on universal charity by building a more humane world community. 


We should all pray, that God will "bend every effort of mind and spirit to" the eradication 
of the evils that plague our world. (Paragraph 75) The world must work together for the 
common good and abolish hunger, poverty, and injustice. His Holiness concluded the 
encyclical by calling on Catholic, other Christians, and to all of humanity work together 
to achieve progress in these endeavors. 
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The papal ferula (/‘ferala/; Latin ferula, 'rod') is the pastoral staff used in the Catholic 
Church by the pope. It is a rod with a knob on top surmounted by a cross. It differs from 
a crosier, the staff carried by other bishops of Latin-rite churches, which is curved or 
bent at the top in the style of a shepherd's crook. 


The Twisted Cross 
Early usage and dispute 


Traditionally, the popes did not use any ferula, crosier, or pastoral staff as part of the 
papal liturgy.2! The use of a staff is not mentioned in descriptions of Papal Masses in 
the Ordines Romani (Roman Ordinals). In the early days of the Church a pope would 
sometimes carry a crosier, but this practice disappeared by the time of Pope Innocent 
I. 


Innocent Ill noted in his De Sacro altaris mysterio (“Concerning the Sacred Mystery of 
the Altar,” |, 62): “The Roman Pontiff does not use the shepherd's staff.” The reason 
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was that a crosier is often given by the metropolitan archbishop (or another bishop) to a 
newly elected bishop during his investiture or episcopal ordination. In contrast, the pope 
does not receive investiture from another bishop and is invested with the pallium during 
his coronation or the modern inauguration. 


Re-adoption 


During the High Middle Ages, the popes once again began using a staff known as 

a ferula as insignia to signify temporal power and governance, which included "the 
power to mete out punishment and impose penances".The actual form of the staves 
from this period is not well known, but were likely staffs topped with a knob and a single- 
barred cross on top. 


The staff was not a liturgical item, and its use was limited to a few extraordinary 
ceremonial occasions, such as the opening of the Holy Door and the consecration of 
churches, during which the pope "took hold of the staff to knock on the door three times 
and to trace the Greek and Latin letters on the floor of the church’. 


Sometimes, the staff also took the form of a triple-barred cross (or papal cross, a 
symbol of the papacy), but this was rare in contrast to the single-barred cross. Use of 
the staff was soon again phased out. 


In 1877, the Circolo San Pietro (an organization founded in 1869 to support the papacy) 
presented a staff or ferula to Pope Pius |X on the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary of 
his episcopal consecration, and is sometimes referred to as the "feru/a of Pius IX". 


This ferula was used by popes from Pope Pius IX and his successors until Pope Paul 
VI, again only for extraordinary, non-liturgical ceremonies. Pope Leo XIII at times made 
use of a crosier in the same shape as that of other bishops. In addition, a triple-barred 
cross ferula was made for Leo XIII in 1888 for the Golden Jubilee of his ordination. 
Pope John XXIII had begun using the 1877 ferula of Pius |X for various liturgical 
celebrations during the Second Vatican Council. 


It was during the pontificate of Paul VI that the popes more permanently began using 
a ferula as a pastoral staff for solemn liturgical celebrations, rather than a symbol of 
governance. In effect, the papal ferula became the equivalent of a bishop's crosier or 
pastoral staff. 


In fact, not only was this condemnation ignored after Vatican II, but the crozier inspired 
by Servaes became a symbol of the pontificates of Paul VI, John Paul I, John Paul Il & 
Benedict XVI. Francis | was quick to assume this horrific insignia in the first days of his 


papacy. 


Anyone who looks closely at this gruesome crucifix, with the Christ whose hands look 
like claws, his legs rudely sprawled open, and his hidden downcast head, can see 
something devilish in it. 


Since the papacy of John Paul Il, this crucifix has been placed on every papal rosary 
that is given out.
